March  20,  1 976,  8:12  A.M.:  Ice  forms  on  the  oar- 
locks, oars  and  hands  even  before  the  boats  have 
pushed  off  from  the  dock  for  the  first  spring  practice. 
Coach  Dave  Ploss'  goals  are  heady  but  not  new:  win 
the  city  championship,  win  or  place  at  the  Small  Col- 
lege Nationals,  and  win  or  place  at  the  Intercollegiate 
Rowing  Association  (I.R.A.)  National  Championship 
Regatta.  Achieve  this  and  any  other  victory  will  be 
...  a  cherry  on  the  sundae. 

The  means:  Find  those  combinations  of  oarsmen 
and  coxswains  that  will  make  the  slender  boat  pitch, 
jump,  lurch,  glide,  —  and  cross  the  finish  line  first. 

The  results:  Outstanding.  Performances  unequaled 
and  unsurpassed  in  WPI  rowing  history.  Junior  Skip 
Merrell  stroked  a  heavyweight-lightweight  eight  to  a 
very  slim  1 .7  second  upset  over  Holy  Cross  —  a  victo- 
ry that  nonetheless  returned  the  Worcester  City  Cham- 
pionship Trophy  to  Tech. 

Coxswain  Tina  Tuttle  was  ecstatic,  but  must  then 
guide  an  unproven  four  through  qualifying  heats  at  the 
Dad  Vail  Regatta  in  Philadelphia.  She  did  all  that  and 
more  as  freshman  stroke  Wally  Catanach  and  crew 
carved  out  a  third  place  finish  in  the  finals.

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Thus  bringing  home  WPI's 
first  medal  from  the  Small 
College  Nationals.  The 
I.R.A.  Regatta,  however, 
did  not  add  to  Tech's 
medal  collection,  but 
surprising,  gutsy  races  by 
the  four-with-coxswain  and 
the  unusual 
oarsman-steered 
four-without-coxswain 
assure  an  invitation  to  next 
year's  Regatta. 

Long  rowing  "pieces", 
slow,  agonizingly 
controlled  strokes,  —  the 
fall  season  emphasizes  that 
most  rigorous  yet 
rewarding  skill  called 
styled.  But  the  returning 
oarsmen,  minus  only  two 
seniors  from  last  season, 
know  that  the  medals  are 
reachable,  within  their 
grasp. 

So  lightweight  stroke  Erik 
Hedberg  set  the  pace  that 
brought  his  four  a  gold 
medal  at  the  Head  of  the 
Connecticut  Regatta,  and 
also  the  honor  of  being 
Tech's  first  gold  medalist. 
One  week  later  came  the 
fourth  place  finish  by  Tracy 
Taylor's  heavyweight  four. 
Any  other  race  would 
reward  only  the  top  three 
crews,  but  the  world's 
largest  race,  with  top  U.S. 
and  international 
competitors  —  the  Head 
of  the  Charles  —  has 
ample  reason  to  give 
medals  to  the  top  five 
finishers. 

The  following  week  an 
anguished  lightweight 
men's  four,  who  had 
barely  missed  a  medal  with 
a  sixth  place  finish  at  the 
Head  of  the  Charles,  got 
revenge  with  a  first  place 
at  Worcester. 

This  victory  in  the  last 
race  completed  an 
astonishing  fall  season,  a 
season  in  which  patient 
training,  persistant 
coaching,  and  punishing 
effort  were  justly  dignified 
by  outstanding  races. 


WOMEN'S  CREW 


The  WPI  women's 
crew  was  virtually 
non-existent  in  the 
Spring  of  1976,  but 
has  started  up  again 
this  fall,  under 
coaches  Charles 
Fallon  and  David 
Ploss,  and  things  are 
looking  good.

WOMEN'S  BASKETBALL 


The  WPI  Women's 
Basketball  Team 
completed  its 
1975-76  season  with 
a  very  respectable 
5-5  regular  season 
record.  Wins  were 
recorded  over  Becker 
Junior  College,  MIT, 
and  the  University  of 
Lowell.  The  losses 
came  at  the  hands  of 
some  strong 
opposition  including 
Assumption  College, 
Clark  University, 
Quinsigamond 
Community  College, 
Leicester  Junior 
College,  and 
U  Mass-Boston. 

This  season  also 
marked  WPI's 
entrance  into  the 

M.A.l.A.W.  State  Basketball  Tournament.  Although  defeated  by  Stonehill  College  (the  eventual  Division  III  champions),  the  team 
is  looking  forward  to  a  return  trip  to  the  State  Tournament  next  season. 

The  team  will  lose  four  dependable  performers  through  graduation  in  Lynn  Buckley,  Terry  Cirone,  Patty  Graham,  and  Diane 
Cramer.  However,  with  the  return  of  such  outstanding  underclassmen  as  Pat  Keough,  Mary  Donovan,  Karen  Chesney,  and  Sue 
Germain,  the  outlook  for  next  season  is  promising.  Rounding  out  this  year's  squad  include  Sally  Hodgerney,  Diane  Curren,  Laurie 
Gardosik,  Beth  Driscoll,  Joann  Beckett,  Karen  Bird,  Ann  Marie  Vescera,  and  Alicia  Murphy. 
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BASKETBALL 


The  75-76  basketball  season  for  the  WPI  cagers  nearly 
began  without  the  services  of  Captain  Peter  Krupinsky.  Just 
prior  to  the  opening  game  at  Wesleyan  University,  an  accident 
left  a  mean-looking  gash  along  his  forehead.  Had  WPI  trainer 
Dean  Wilton  not  been  present,  Krupinsky  certainly  would  have 
been  sent  to  the  local  infirmary  for  stitches.  But  Dean  was  able 
to  patch  up  the  6'6"  senior  center,  who  then  proceeded  to 
score  a  career-high  33  points  and  lead  the  Engineers  to  what 
later  proved  to  be  their  only  road  victory  of  the  year,  79-77, 
over  Wesleyan.  Besides  scoring  33,  Krupinsky  shot  82%  from 
the  field  that  night. 

Following  a  loss  to  Hamilton,  the  next  highlight  was  the  first 
of  two  home  overtime  wins  over  schools  from  Maine.  A  beauti- 
ful seeing-eye  pass  from  Rick  Wheeler  to  Dave  Seraikas  under- 
neath tied  Bates  at  78  all  in  regulation  time  with  only  four 
seconds  left.  With  just  20  seconds  left  in  overtime,  Wheeler 
won  it,  87-86,  by  canning  a  25  foot  baseline  jumper  shot. 

Another  loss  to  nationally-ranked  Tufts,  was  succeeded  by 
the  second  overtime  win,  101-93  over  Bowdoin.  Again  WPI 
tied  it  with  only  six  seconds  remaining  in  regulation,  this  time 
with  a  15  foot  turn-around  by  Krupinsky.  Jim  Brennan  then 
proceeded  to  hit  six  consecutive  free  throws  in  overtime  to  sew 
it  up. 

Following  this  win  were  three  close  losses  to  NCAA  Division 
II  powers  Bentley,  Springfield,  and  Central  Connecticut.  "Al- 
though we  played  superior  basketball,  as  good  as  any  seen  in 
many  years  at  Tech,"  comments  Coach  Kaufman,  "we  were 
forced  to  accept  three  close  losses  because  of  our  lack  of  talent 
and  depth  at  the  end  of  each  game." 

An  added  highlight  to  the  season  was  that,  despite  the  team's 
fourth  place  finish,  Peter  Krupinsky  made  the  Central  Connecti- 
cut All-Tourney  Team. 

The  latter  part  of  the  season  saw  Rick  Wheeler  come  into  his 
own,  making  two  new  WPI  single-season  scoring  records: 
points  scored,  544,  breaking  Ritchie  Allen's  old  mark  of  496  in 
1974,  and  scoring  average,  22.7  points  per  game.  And  then, 
in  one  two-week  stretch,  Wheeler  was  named  Most  Valuable 
Player  of  his  team  by  the  Worcester  Area  Basketball  Coaches, 
Sportswriters  and  Sportscasters  Association,  named  to  captain 
the  WPI  cagers  in  1976-77,  and  was  cited  by  the  Eastern 
Collegiate  Athletic  Conference  All-ECAC  Honorable  Mention, 
one  of  only  nine  guards  to  be  so  honored  in  all  of  the  East  in 
his  Division. 

Certainly  Rick  Wheeler's  most  glorious  moments  came  dur- 
ing the  17  point  upset  win  over  nationally-ranked  Colby  Col- 
lege later  in  the  season.  The  6'2"  junior  guard  scored  30  points 
against  the  school  from  which  he  transferred  in  spite  of  the 
box-and-one  defense  designed  specifically  to  stop  him.  Al  Bar- 
ry added  2 1  more  points  as  the  team  shot  an  incredible  62  from 
the  floor. 

With  the  memory  of  that  game  and  the  knowledge  that  four 
starters,  Wheeler,  Barry,  Seraikas,  and  Bob  Stack,  as  well  as 
sixth  man  Paul  Murphy,  all  return,  prospects  look  good  for  the 
76-77  basketball  squad.

WRESTLING 


"It  was  the  most  talent  we've  ever  had  on  one 
WPI  wrestling  squad,"  said  Coach  Phil  Grebinar, 
"yet  it  turned  out  to  be  one  of  our  most  disap- 
pointing records."  A  dejected  head  wrestling 
coach  made  that  statement  directly  after  the 
regular  season  ended  in  the  middle  of  February. 
His  young  grapplers  had  struggled  to  a  4-9  slate, 
fighting  off  a  season  full  of  injuries  as  well  as  a 
healthy  touch  of  the  flu.  Making  weight  this  year 
wasn't  difficult,  not  when  the  main  diet  was  con- 
sistently comprised  of  aspirin  and  chicken  soup. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  through  December  WPI  es- 
caped with  a  3-1  team  mark,  having  triumphed 
over  Boston  College,  Tufts,  and  Bowdoin.  But 
the  meaty  part  of  the  schedule  —  including 
perennial  New  England  powers  Coast  Guard, 
Amherst,  UConn,  and  MIT  —  caught  up  with  the 
Engineer  wrestlers  as  much  as  all  the  other  prob- 
lems. Only  a  win  over  Wesleyan  salvaged  the  "New  Year"  of  1976.  Until,  that  is,  the  tournaments.  The  professionals  in  the 
sportsworld  term  it  "the  second  season."  And  that  description  would  fit  Phil  Grebinar  just  fine. 

Of  eighteen  teams  entered  at  the  New  England  Junior  Varsity  Wrestling  Tournament  held  at  MIT  on  Sunday,  February  22,  WPI, 
as  a  team,  finished  third  with  37Vi  points,  behind  only  Coast  Guard  and  Amherst.  And  four  Engineer  grapplers  returned  home  JV 
place  winners.  The  four  were  freshman  Paul  Keenan,  New  England  JV  Champion  at  150  pounds,  sophomores  John  Cozzens, 
second-place  finisher  at  158,  Kevin  Northridge,  third-place  finisher  at  142,  and  Serge  Ochrimenko,  third-place  finisher  at  190. 

Then,  at  the  30th  Annual  New  England  Intercollegiate  Wrestling  Association  Championships  held  at  Williams  College  on  February 
26-28,  WPI  wound  up  ninth  in  a  field  of  22  teams,  scoring  a  team  34  points.

The  tournament  got  off  to  a  bad  start  as  sophomore  Mike  Beaudoin  reinjured  his  chest  while  pinning  an  opponent  in  a  preliminary 
round.  Thus  WPI  lost  its  1 34  pounder  and  best  hope  of  gaining  a  New  England  champion  in  Mike  Beaudoin,  who  had  completed 
his  regular  season  with  an  11-1-1  record.  But  two  others  came  through  for  WPI  in  the  persons  of  junior  Tom  Pajonas  and  Jim 
Gorman,  a  sophomore  co-captain.  In  spite  of  last  year's  fifth-place  finish  in  the  New  Englands  at  1 42  pounds  as  a  freshman,  Gorman 
was  unseeded  this  year  because  of  a  year-long  injury  of  torn  knee  ligaments.  He  compiled  a  3-2  record  after  coming  back,  and 
went  on  to  gain  a  third-place  finish  in  the  tourney.  Pajonas'  performance  was  even  more  breathtaking,  as  he  advanced  all  the  way 
to  the  finals  before  losing  out  to  Karl  Hubbard  of  Williams  College  in  the  1  77  pound  weight  class.  With  only  1 5  seconds  left  in 
the  match  and  Pajonas  down  by  two,  8-6,  Tom  had  to  shoot  for  a  desperation  takedown.  The  ploy  nearly  worked,  but  Tom  was 
reversed  himself,  and  thus  lost  the  match  10-6. 

"Naturally,  I  was  disappointed  by  not  winning  the  finals,"  Pajonas  said  later,  "yet  the  moment  the  match  was  over  I  was  not 
that  displeased  with  my  performance.  In  fact,  I  was  more  happy  for  the  kid  from  Williams  —  and  I  feel  that  if  I  had  won,  he  would 
have  been  happy  for  me.  Wrestling  is  just  that  type  of  sport."

Under  the  guidance  of  first-year  part- 
time  coach  Steve  Diguette,  the  '75-76 
WPI  mermen  attained  a  respectable  7-5 
final  mark  and  a  goodly  number  of  WPI 
firsts.  "There  were  actually  two  highlights 
of  the  season,"  remarked  Diguette.  "Num- 
ber one  was  qualifying  Jack  Craffey  for  the 
Division  II  Nationals  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
and  number  two  was  coaching  the  wom- 
en, Dusty  Drake  and  Mary  Palumbo,  the 
first  women  ever  to  compete  for  WPI  on 
the  varsity  level." 

The  season  was  filled  with  its  ups  and 
downs.  The  downs  included  an  opening 
loss  to  Babson  (a  comparative  squeaker  in 
spite  of  their  four  All-Americans),  a 
washed-out  meet  with  Assumption  (their 
cancellation  denied  WPI  a  sure  win),  and 
the  injuries  to  ultra-key  personnel  like  cap- 
tain and  sprinter  John  "Hadji"  Dieters  (in- 
tensely painful  tendonitis  in  this  shoulder  caused  him  to  miss  80%  of  the  meets)  and  freestyle  sprinter  Steve  Custance,  who  not 
only  could  not  swim,  but  was  forced  to  leave  school  because  of  illness. 

As  predicted  by  Coach  Diguette  in  October,  Jack  Craffey  (a  freshman  phenom)  proved  to  be  "the  best  swimmer  ever  to  attend 
WPI."  His  one-year  litany  is  just  outstanding.  During  the  season,  Jack  broke  the  following  records:  1 )  the  200  yard  individual  medley 
versus  Babson  (2:1 5.4),  2)  the  200  yard  freestyle  on  five  separate  occasions,  the  last  versus  Tufts  (1 :51 .4),  breaking  Steve  Custance's 
old  mark  by  2.7  seconds,  3)  the  1000  yard  freestyle  four  times,  the  last  time  during  the  1650  in  the  New  Englands  (10:19.9),  breaking 
Bob  Brown's  old  record  by  31  seconds,  4)  the  1650  yard  freestyle  at  the  New  Englands  (17:16.4),  breaking  Brown's  old  log  by 
57  seconds,  and  5)  the  500  yard  freestyle  three  times,  the  last,  (4:51.7),  breaking  Brown's  old  record  by  18.2  seconds.  Don't  even 
try  to  catch  your  breath  because  there's  more.  Craffey  also  swam  the  fastest  200  yard  backstroke  on  the  team  this  year,  and  was 
used  in  relays,  the  butterfly  and  breaststroke,  placed  first  in  ten  different  events,  including  eight  individual  events,  and  he  lost  only 
once  all  year  before  the  New  Englands.  Jack's  final  time  of  4:51 .7  in  the  500  yard  freestyle  just  barely  qualified  him  for  the  Division 
II  Nationals  at  Springfield.  Of  42  swimmers  from  all  over  the  U.  S.  participating  in  this  event,  Jack  was  rated  a  modest  40th  going

in.  He  emerged  25th,  however,  upsetting  many  class 
mermen  along  the  way.  Timewise,  he  was  only  five 
seconds  away  from  attaining  All-American  status,  ac- 
corded the  top  1 2  finishers  in  each  event. 

Another  top  performer  for  WPI  was  Dusty  Drake, 
who  scored  all  1 1  WPI  points  during  the  Women's 
New  Englands  held  at  Southern  Connecticut.  She 
finished  15th  in  the  100  yard  backstroke  and  a  re- 
spectable ninth  in  the  200  yard  individual  medley, 
bettering  her  own  previous  high  by  a  whopping  four 
seconds.  "She  defeated  a  whole  host  of  guys  she 
swam  head  to  head  with  during  the  season,"  noted 
Diguette. 

"But  let  us  not  forget  the  long,  forgotten  Bob 
Brown,"  warned  the  coach.  It  seems  that,  lost  in  all  the 
Craffey  exploits,  there  was  a  great  season  turned  in  by 
Mr.  Brown.  "He  placed  first  in  eight  different  events, 
six  individually,  and  bettered  four  of  last  year's  school 
records,  including  three  of  his  own,  only  to  have  them 
all  outdone  by  Jack  Craffey"  said  Diguette. 

And  as  for  next  season,  the  team's  overall  record 
could  still  improve  since  only  Captain  John  Dieters  will 
graduate,  a  healthy  Steve  Custance  will  return,  Bob 
Brown  will  only  be  a  junior,  and  a  crusty  old  Nationals- 
seasoned  sophomore  in  Jack  Craffey  will  be  back  for 
another  go-around.

Merl  Norcross  celebrated  the  Bicentennial 
one  year  too  early.  All  the  fanfare  of  an  un- 
defeated season  and  100  career  coaching 
wins  occurred  in  1975  for  the  WPI  Track 
Coach,  not  in  1 976.  This  year's  final  record  of 
5-3-2  is  a  far  cry  from  the  1 2-0  mark  of  one 
year  ago. 

Little  things  went  awry  for  Coach  Norcross 
this  year  right  from  the  beginning.  "First  off, 
we  lost  1 1  point-scoring  seniors,"  he  said, 
"and  second,  Coast  Guard  was  staring  us  right 
in  the  face."  Indeed,  the  Cadets  from  New 
London  immediately  broke  WPI's  undefeated 
string  at  16  by  whipping  the  Engineers,  105- 
49.  That  loss  and  the  one  to  MIT  (100-56) 
were  legitimate. 

The  season's  highlights  included  yet  anoth- 
er city  track  championship  for  the  Engineers 
(college  division)  with  a  107VS  to  66'/i  win 
over  Worcester  State,  to  Assumption's  14  to 
Clark's  5.  Other  wins  came  over  Nichols  (86- 
22)  and  Middlebury  on  a  rainy  afternoon  (1 1 1 
-44). 

The  top  performances  of  the  year  were  pro- 
vided by  a  senior  and  a  freshman  in  the  dis- 
tance events.  WPI  All-American  miler  and 
Varsity  Club  Award  Winner  Alan  Briggs  broke 
his  own  school  record  when  he  ran  a  4:07.5 
mile  at  Bowdoin  College  during  the  Easterns, 
which  represented  the  fastest  time  run  by  any 
Division  II  miler  in  the  nation  in  1976.  The

freshman  WPI  record-breaker  was  Mike  Murphy  (also  of  cross-country  fame),  who  broke  the  three-mile  record  (previously  held 
by  Jeff  Wnek  75)  with  a  time  of  14:18.5.  Murphy,  with  that  time,  finished  just  two-tenths  of  a  second  away  from  qualifying  for 
the  Nationals.  ("He's  only  a  freshman,  though,"  reminded  Coach  Norcross,  "and  I'm  sure  he  will  improve.") 

Most  encouraging  was  how  the  rest  of  the  freshman  crop  improved  during  the  season.  Five  of  the  top  ten  WPI  track  team 
point-scorers  were  from  the  freshman  class,  including  Murphy,  who  placed  ninth  with  25  points.  Behind  senior  Alan  Briggs' 
pace-setting  50  points  came  freshman  Mark  McCabe  (shot  put  and  hammer)  and  Randy  Wheeler  (hurdler)  who  scored  40  points 
apiece,  tying  them  for  second  position  on  the  team;  Russell  Murray  (dashes  and  relays)  who  scored  38-%  points  for  fourth  position; 
and  John  Berghout  (long,  triple  and  high  jumps)  who  scored  36  points  for  fifth  place.  The  freshmen,  in  fact,  outscored  the  seniors, 
the  second  highest  class  in  point  total,  by  more  than  a  2  to  1  margin. 

"We're  definitely  going  to  miss  Alan  Briggs,"  said  Coach  Norcross,  who  revealed  that  between  Briggs  and  Andy  Murch  '72,  the 
WPI  track  team  has  not  lost  a  mile-run  in  dual  meet  competition  for  the  past  SEVEN  years.  "Alan  would  always  win  the  mile  and 
that  seemed  to  psyche  the  rest  of  the  squad  to  greater  heights."  But  with  all  this  year's  freshmen  returning,  and  with  a  good  crop 
of  incoming  frosh,  look  for  better  things  from  the  1977  trackmen. 


BASEBALL 


How  can  a  team  that  finished  5-13  have  the  audacity  to  claim  a 
city  championship?  It's  not  easy,  but  the  1 976  WPI  baseball  team  did 
it. 

Early  in  the  season,  some  clutch  relief  pitching  by  sophomore 
Peter  Rowden  and  junior  Paul  Josephson  allowed  the  Engineers  to 
eke  out  a  9-8  triumph  over  Clark  University.  Meanwhile,  crosstown 
rival  and  tournament  bound  Assumption  College  handled  the  re- 
maining city  competition  (including  Holy  Cross,  Worcester  State, 
and  Clark)  with  relative  ease,  all  of  which  set  up  the  championship 
encounter  at  the  Greyhounds'  field. 

Sophomore  center-fielder  Tony  Fernandes,  who  led  WPI  with  four 
home  runs  this  season,  wrapped  the  third  pitch  of  the  game  over  the 
right  field  fence,  giving  the  Engineers  a  quick  1-0  lead  and  an  im- 
measurable boost  in  confidence.  Captain  Jim  Cullinane  later  belted 
a  two-run  blast  in  the  ninth  to  clinch  the  8-5  victory,  Paul  Josephson 
pitching  a  gutty  ballgame  in  the  clutch,  and  thus  resulted  one  city 
championship  for  WPI. 

Another  upset  of  perhaps  even  greater  proportions  occurred  when 
Brandeis  University,  ranked  second  in  the  New  England  Division  ll-lll 
poll  and  owner  of  a  sparkling  18-2  record  at  the  time,  traveled  to 
Alumni  Field  one  fine  day  in  early  May.  Ace  righthander  Josephson 
again  pitched  a  complete  game  victory,  and  with  the  help  of  third 
baseman  Steve  Moriarty's  three-run  homer  in  the  fifth  inning,  won 
it  5-2. 

With  1 3  losses,  however,  the  season  was  not  all  sweetness  and 
light.  On  the  flip  side,  the  Engineers  suffered  losses  to  Bates  College 
(twice),  Amherst  (twice),  and  Lowell.  Those  three  teams  as  well  as 
Assumption  and  Brandeis  went  on  to  compete  in  NCAA  and  ECAC 
tournaments  at  season's  end. 

"Overall,  our  offense  improved  greatly,"  said  Coach  McNulty 
upon  completion  of  his  30th  year  of  coaching  at  WPI.  Indeed,  the 
team  batting  average,  although  still  a  mediocre  .239,  improved  near- 
ly 70  points  from  last  season. 
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Coach  McNulty,  managers  K.  Hogsett,  A.  Vescera,  L.  Cardosik,  P.  Young,  asst.  coach  Raczynski,  S.  Farrell,  D.  Busch,  M.  Walker, 
A.  Simakauskas,  P.  Rowden,  S.  Ochrimenko,  S.  Moriarty,  C.  Sowyrda,  B.  Mills,  P.  Bartley,  A.  Fernandes,  D.  Durbak,  J. 
Henningson,  P.  Arakian,  G.  Ferron,  D.  Graham,  captain  J.  Cullinane,  P.  Josephson,  P.  Warburton,  G.  Graham 


Pitcher-designated  hitter  Paul  Josephson  was  one  of  the  team  stal- 
warts this  season,  adding  a  win  over  Bowdoin,  14-4,  (in  which  he 
belted  a  three-run  four-bagger)  to  the  wins  over  Assumption  and 
Brandeis.  Yet,  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  he  had  sufficient  grounds 
to  sue  his  teammates  for  non-support.  His  losses  to  Trinity  (5-3),  in 
which  he  allowed  no  earned  runs,  to  AIC  (4-3),  in  which  the  winning 
run  scored  on  a  triple  that  hit  off  our  goalpost  in  right  centerfield,  and 
to  MIT  (5-3),  in  which  all  five  runs  were  again  unearned,  were, 
needless  to  say,  heartbreakers. 

Looking  forward  to  next  season,  Gary  Sowyrda,  a  sophomore 
second  baseman,  who  led  the  team  in  batting  (.324),  hits  (24),  dou- 
bles (4),  triples  (4),  and  stolen  bases,  returns  as  does  Tony  Fernandes, 
sophomore  centerfielder,  who  led  the  team  in  home  runs  (4),  runs 
scored  (14),  RBI's  (12),  walks  (15),  and  slugging  percentage  (.537). 
Two  more  sophomores,  third  baseman  Steve  Moriarty  (.292)  and 
catcher  Alan  Simakauskas  (.289)  also  return  as  do  juniors  Bob  War- 
burton  (.269)  and  George  Ferron  (.262),  who  platooned  at  first  base. 

The  pitching  staff  returns  intact  with  another  year's  experience 
added.  Josephson's  2.52  ERA  leads  the  corps  that  includes 
sophomores  Peter  Rowden  and  Mike  Walker,  junior  Gary  Graham 
and  freshman  David  Busch,  who  hurled  a  strong  4-2/3  innings  of 
relief  to  earn  a  10-5  inning  win  over  MIT. 

Only  two  seniors  will  be  lost  to  graduation,  Jim  Cullinane  —  ("one 
of  the  best  outfielders  I've  coached  in  30  years"  according  to  Coach 
McNulty)  —  and  part-time  catcher  Dave  Graham. 

Up  from  the  JV  unit  that  posted  a  1-2  record  under  Coach  Steve 
Taczynski,  two  outfielders  by  the  names  of  Danny  Pouliot  and  Jim 
Mastalerz,  as  well  as  a  catcher  named  Mike  Mugford,  could  provide 
immediate  help  for  the  varsity  squad. 

A  young  but  seasoned  team  will  return,  and  perhaps  the  Engineers' 
nine  may  again  capture  the  city  championship  in  1977  as  they  did 
in  1976. 


TENNIS 


The  1976  WPI  varsity  tennis 
team  did  improve  their  overall 
record  this  year  over  last  —  but 
not  by  a  heck  of  a  wide  margin! 

Coach  Alan  King's  charges  did 
not  get  off  to  the  best  of  starts 
when,  first  of  all,  they  lost  the  ser- 
vices of  Atul  Kirlosker  of  India 
who,  unfortunately,  never  had  the 
opportunity  to  compete  for  WPI 
due  to  (surprise)  tennis  elbow;  and 
second  of  all,  they  lost  five  of  their 
first  six  matches.  In  that  particular 
stretch,  which  included  only  the 
one  win  over  Bentley  6-3,  the 
WPI  netmen  were  nipped  by  city 
rivals  Holy  Cross  and  Assumption 
(which  ultimately  proved  to  be  the 
difference  between  a  winning  and 
losing  season).

The  netmen  then  captured 
three  of  their  final  four  matches, 
including  victories  over  Nichols 
7-2,  AIC  8-1 ,  and  a  significant  up- 
set win  over  Lowell  5-4  (Lowell 
was  7-1  at  the  time).  Co-captains 
Barry  Siff  and  Servio  Tribaldos  will 
be  the  first  to  tell  you  they  did  not 
have  outstanding  years  in  the 
tough  number  1  and  number  2 
slots,  but  number  3  man  and  jun- 
ior captain-elect  Paul  Carvalho 
fashioned  a  7-3  individual  mark  in 
singles  play  and  teamed  with  Brian 
Hallett  in  doubles  for  an  8-2 
record. 

The  tennis  team  improved  to 
4-6  on  the  year,  a  slight  improve- 
ment from  the  previous  year's  3-6 
slate. 

Alan  Masse  led  the  JV  netmen 
to  a  final  3-2  log  and  could  help 
the  varsity  squad  in  1977. 
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GOLF 


It  was  simply  not  a  banner  year  for  the  WPI  golfers  as  the  "Hubie  Green"  that  Coach  Mel  Massucco  was  searching  for  never 
quite  materialized.  However,  in  spite  of  a  second  straight  overall  mark  of  4-12,  Coach  Massucco  did  find  John  Janas,  a  freshman 
who  should  provide  some  interesting  golf  for  WPI  in  the  next  few  years. 

Janas,  who  will  be  VVPI's  number  one  golfer  next  year  as  a  sophomore,  had  the  privilege  of  firing  the  year's  low  round,  a  73, 
as  the  Engineers  nearly  upset  a  powerful  Springfield  squad,  4-5.  In  fact,  Janas'  opponent  that  day  shot  a  well-earned  76,  which 
isn't  all  that  bad,  but  Janas  had  him  muttering  about  birdies  to  himself  all  day  long. 

As  it  turned  out,  the  WPI  linksmen  had  to  be  satisfied  with  their  four  wins  over  Bentley  4-3,  MIT  4Vi-21/i,  Clark  7-0,  and  AIC 
4-3,  on  the  season.  Overtime  4-3  losses  to  Babson  and  Lowell,  if  reversed,  could  have  improved  the  record  to  a  more  respectable 
6-10. 

Coach  Massucco  next  year  will  look  to  rely  on  Janas  as  well  as  senior  captain-elect  Joe  Menard.  Jim  Kelleher,  the  1975  Worcester 
Inter-High  Open  Champion,  could  well  be  a  sleeper.

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FOOTBALL 


The  WPI  gridmen  didn't  fare  too  well,  winding  up 
the  year  with  a  2-6  record. 

The  injury-bug  was  a  major  factor  in  WPI  football 
fortunes  once  again  this  past  season,  especially  at  run- 
ning back  where  Coach  Mel  Massucco  was  looking  for 
a  huge  improvement  over  the  1975  rushing  totals  to 
complement  a  passing  offense  that  rated  among  the 
best  in  the  nation.  Promising  sophomore  fullback  Dave 
Ford  suffered  a  pinched  nerve  in  his  neck  in  pre-sea- 
son  —  never  to  return.  Speedy  freshman  halfback 
Mike  Robinson  strained  a  knee  in  practice  following  a 
win  over  Coast  Guard  the  second  week  of  the  season 
—  never  to  return.  And,  perhaps  the  most  damaging 
injury  of  all,  sophomore  quarterback  Art  Hughes  tore 
some  knee  ligaments  while  scoring  a  TD  in  a  39-21 
win  over  Union  during  the  third  week  of  the  season  — 
never  to  return. 

With  three  expected  starters  out  of  four  wiped  out 
from  the  offensive  backfield,  the  Engineers  could  not 
put  it  all  together,  and  lost  all  five  remaining  contests 
after  a  promising  2-1  start. 

"Even  though  we  began  our  season  by  losing  35-0 
at  Norwich,  we  were  not  too  disappointed,"  said  Mas- 
succo. "We  played  better  than  the  score  indicated, 
moving  the  ball  and  all,  but  we  haven't  beaten  Nor- 
wich now  since  1962.  They  are  the  best  team  on  our 
schedule,  year  in  and  year  out." 

Team  highlights  for  the  year  resulted  in  the  following 
two  weeks.  WPI  defeated  Coast  Guard  20-17  at 
home,  with  Mike  Robinson  rushing  for  55  yards,  and 
catching  a  1 2  yard  TD  pass  from  Hughes  on  a  fourth 
down  and  three  situation  with  less  than  four  minutes 
remaining  in  the  game.  The  next  week,  the  Engineers 
manhandled  Union  College  in  Schenectady  with  sen- 
ior captain  and  QB  John  Pappas  coming  off  the  bench 
for  the  injured  Hughes  to  throw  three  TD  passes. 
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manager  Bartley,  Yule,  DeBonis,  Gikas,  Cullen  Sylvestre,  Kelleher,  Robinson,  Conolly,  Schab,  Rosen,  Guarasi,  Ironfield,  Getches, 
Grady,  Roche,  Travaglione,  Paglione,  McCabe,  Reed,  Barrett,  Mazeika,  Engleman,  LaBrecque,  Mongeau,  McBride,  Zalewski, 
McCarthy,  Trudel,  Schonning,  Hughes,  Moriarty,  West,  Cameron,  Hansen,  Erickson,  Swenson,  Arvidson,  Coughlin,  McNamara,

The  second  half  of  the  season  was  a  down- 
er, as  the  Boynton  Hillers  lost  to  Wesleyan 
43-21,  Bates  30-28,  RPI  31-6,  and  Hamilton 
31-26. 

Despite  the  final  2-6  outcome,  there  were 
some  bright  spots.  Junior  AP  Little  All-Ameri- 
ca split  end  Mike  Walker  once  again  had  a 
truly  remarkable  year,  although  it  didn't  quite 
compare  to  his  out-of-this-world  season  in 
1 975,  when  he  led  the  entire  nation  in  yards 
per  catch  (22.1 )  and  yards  received  per  game 
(1 1 6.0).  This  season,  Walker  caught  34  passes 
for  689  yards  and  6  TD's.  His  20.3  yards  per 
catch  figure  and  86.1  yards  received  per 
game  figure  this  year  merely  led  the  entire 
East  Coast. 


At  tight  end,  sophomore  Marty  Paglione  also  had  a  respectable  year 
with  18  receptions  for  299  yards  and  4  TD's.  Junior  fullback  Alan 
Simakauskas  rushed  for  370  yards  and  "played  very  consistently  all 
year."  Sima  is  an  excellent  blocking  back. 

Defensively,  Jeff  Rosen,  a  freshman  cornerback,  intercepted  six 
passes  finishing  tied  for  second  place  in  New  England  in  that  category. 
Freshmen  defensive  tackle  Bob  Yule  and  end  Steve  Connolly,  as  well 
as  middle  guard  Mike  O'Hara,  all  had  creditable  years  on  the  line. 
Senior  safety  Bob  Dolan  and  junior  linebacker  Serge  Ochrimenko  gave 
everything  they  had,  although  both  played  hurt. 

With  a  healthy  team  next  year,  and  with  a  few  good  recruits,  the 
1977  WPI  grid  squad  should  improve  tremendously. 


CROSS  COUNTRY 


Cross  country  running  is  in  many  ways  similar  to  hitting  yourself 
repeatedly  on  the  head.  Common  to  both  is  the  overwhelming  feeling 
of  relief  that  arises  when  you  finish.  Each  involves  considerable  pain, 
attracts  few  supporters  and  receives  little  publicity.  And  on  top  of  all 
that,  there  is  little  reason  to  believe  that  either  activity  is  much  fun.  So, 
why  the  hell  would  anyone  go  out  for  cross  country? 

At  the  risk  of  making  it  seem  heroic,  one  reason  for  running  cross 
country  is  that  it  is  a  never  ending  source  of  challenge.  It  demands 
sacrifice,  strength  and  endurance.  Inherent  in  each  workout,  and  espe- 
cially each  race,  is  the  opportunity  to  find  out  how  you  stack  up  against 
others,  how  much  you  can  take,  and  how  far  you  can  push  yourself. 

Many  runners  will  say  that  personal  satisfaction  is  what  makes  it  all 
worthwhile.  Improvement,  in  terms  of  being  able  to  run  further,  faster,  or  easier,  can  be  very  gratifying.  Finishing  a  good  race, 
knowing  you  gave  it  everything  you  had,  can  do  wonders  for  your  peace  of  mind. 

Besides  all  that,  cross  country  really  can  be  fun.  Admittedly  you  might  find  this  hard  to  believe  if  you've  ever  seen  some  of  the 
expressions  on  runners'  faces  during  a  race,  but  it's  true.  Some  people  just  plain  enjoy  running.  Others  amuse  themselves  by  blowing 
the  doors  off  slower  competitors  from  other  teams,  or  by  clowning  around  before  and  after  practice.  Maybe  just  looking  back  upon 
the  season  is  the  most  fun  .  .  .

"Do  you  realize  the  difference  be- 
tween an  11-5  and  an  8-8  final  record 
was  less  than  15  seconds?" 

Cross-Country  Coach  Allen  Hoffman 
was  looking  at  no  one  in  particular  when 
he  asked  that  rhetorical  question  at  sea- 
son's end.  He  was  pondering  what 
could  have  been  if  the  Engineer  harriers 
could  have  run  just  a  few  total  seconds 
faster  in  the  extra  close  losses  to  Tufts, 
Coast  Guard,  and  Amherst. 

WPI's  best  performances  this  season, 
once  again,  came  during  the  City  of 
Worcester  College  Division  Cross- 
Country  Championships  —  the  Engi- 
neers whomping  their  opponents, 
Worcester  State  (63),  Assumption  (81) 
and  Clark  (87)  with  a  perfect  score  of 
15.  The  Boynton  Hillers  also  defeated 
powerful  Williams  College,  a  team  that 
ended  1 3-3  on  the  year,  and,  in  a  good 
losing  effort,  went  down  to  Holy  Cross, 
an  excellent  Division  I  cross-town  rival, 
by  a  mere  24-33  score.  Other  wins 
were  counted  over  MIT,  Wesleyan,  Ni- 
chols and  Trinity. 


In  the  Easterns  at  Franklin  Park  in  Bos- 
ton, WPI  finished  13th  of  18  teams  en- 
tered; in  the  New  Englands  at  the  same 
location,  19th  of  31  teams. 

John  Turpin,  a  freshman,  proved  to  be 
the  Engineers'  top  harrier  in  1976,  with 
senior  co-captain  Peter  Kane  a  close 
second.  Turpin  ran  a  solid  25:25  time  at 
the  5  mile  course  at  Franklin  Park  in  the 
New  Englands,  and  also  broke  the  Trini- 
ty course  record. 

Others  who  contributed  to  the  varsity 
cause  were  seniors  Steve  Sweeney  (the 
other  co-captain)  and  John  Osowski; 
junior  Frank  Leahy;  and  sophomores 
Fred  Marotta  ("he  will  have  to  be  reck- 
oned with  next  year")  and  Norm  Guil- 
lemette. 

"We  simply  couldn't  capitalize  on  the 
close  ones,"  lamented  Hoffman,  no 
doubt  thinking  back  on  the  past  two 
years  when  WPI  ended  with  logs  of 
14-2  and  12-3.  "A  few  seconds  im- 
provement next  year,"  said  Hoffman, 
"and  we'll  be  right  back  where  we  be- 
long." 


SOCCER 


.  .  .  Rebuilding  year?  Did  someone 
say  rebuilding  year?  Does  an  11-3-1 
final  record  sound  like  you're  rebuild- 
ing? 

You  must  admit  that  when  you  lose 
seven  seniors  like  this  year's  WPI  soccer 
team  did,  including  three  all-"every- 
thing"  stalwarts,  one  should  not  have 
been  chastised  for  thinking  in  such 
terms  prior  to  the  1976  season. 

But  under  the  expert  coaching  ability 
of  Alan  King,  and  the  inspiring  leader- 
ship of  captain  Chris  Cocaine  (senior 
midfielder),  the  WPI  booters  shocked 
everyone  in  New  England  except  them- 
selves after  a  slow  2-2-1  start,  going  on 
to  win  their  final  eight  regular  season  contests,  and  earn  themselves  an  NCAA  Division  III  New  England  Regional  Tournament  berth. 

All  of  which  brought  them  to  face  top  seeded  Westfield  State  at  Westfield.  After  ninty  minutes  of  play,  the  game  was  knotted 
at  3-3.  The  score  remained  the  same  through  four  frantic  fifteen  minute  sudden-death  overtimes.  Thus  the  game  was  forced  into 
penalty  kicks  as  the  final  tie  breaker.  Happily,  WPI  converted  three  kicks  into  goals,  whereas  Westfield  could  only  manage  two. 

And  so  WPI  advanced  to  the  New  England  finals  to  play  against  Brandeis  University.  The  first  part  of  the  game  proceeded  well 
with  Tech  pulling  out  ahead  4-1  at  the  half.  However,  a  strong  Brandeis  team,  aided  by  gusting  winds,  left  the  score  5-5  at  the 
end  of  regulation  time.  Barely  five  minutes  into  the  first  overtime,  WPI's  dreams  of  a  New  England  championship  were  smashed 
as  a  Brandeis  cross  drifted  into  the  net  for  the  winning  goal. 

No  need  to  hang  our  heads  though.  Remember,  this  was  to  be  a  rebuilding  year.  With  the  double  exception  of  midfielder  Cocaine 
and  fullback  Brad  Prouty,  everyone  else  returns  in  1977. 

What  was  it  that  made  this  team  perform  the  way  it  did,  when  nothing  more  than  a  .500  season  was  initially  projected?  "There 
are  many  reasons,"  explained  Coach  King,  "but  two  come  clearly  to  mind. 
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Coach  King,  manager  Bowser,  Zahara,  Huntley,  Tich,  Lafferty,  manager  Gagne,  Amrouni,  Endo,  Tadjer,  Bachiochi,  (T.)  Fisher, 
(J.)  Clang,  Chin,  Pavlos,  Shiatte,  Kaabi,  Razeto,  (D.)  Fisher,  Lukas,  Hammond,  Fast,  Crochmal,  Shiembob,  (B.)  Clang,  Prouty, 
captain  Cocaine,  Smith,  Hindle,  Superson,  Castriotta 
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"First,  this  team  impressed  me  in  the  way  they  played  together.  They  displayed  much  more  spirit  than  other  teams  have  shown 
in  past  years.  It  was  a  good  blend  of  people  who  got  along  together  well  both  on  and  off  the  field."  The  second  reason  goes  hand 
in  hand  with  the  first.  "Our  captain,  Chris  Cocaine,  continually  showed  fine  leadership  qualities  both  in  practice  and  during  games," 
said  King.  "He's  actually  been  a  strong  performer  ever  since  he  was  a  freshman,  and  has  contributed  as  much  in  four  years  as 
anyone  who  has  ever  played  for  me  (20  years).  We'll  miss  him  next  year." 

There  were  other  reasons,  of  course,  for  VVPI's  super  soccer  campaign.  Junior  forward  John  Pavlos  was  this  year's  scoring 
sensation,  notching  17  goals  (including  three  hat-tricks)  and  adding  10  assists  for  27  points.  Pavlos  and  Cocaine  were  selected  to 
showcase  their  talents  in  the  New  England  Intercollegiate  Soccer  League  All-Star  Game  in  Springfield.  Freshman  forward  Leo  Kaabi 
scored  1 0  goals  in  "an  unexpected  surprise",  and  is  considered 
by  the  coach  to  be  "one  of  the  best  freshmen  we  have  ever 
had".  Halfbacks  Brian  Clang  and  Steve  Superson  both  "proved 
to  be  ironmen"  at  their  physically  tiring  wing  positions,  while 
fullbacks  Brad  Prouty,  Larry  Hindle,  and  Larry  Shiembob  were 
"all  very  steady  throughout  the  season"  with  Dave  Fisher 
"filling  in  admirably  when  needed".  And  let  us  not  forget  goalie 
Bob  Grochmal,  who  turned  in  quite  a  commendable  record 
defending  WPI's  net.  Junior  forward  Jim  Lukas  and  freshman 
midfielder  Jeff  Clang  also  deserve  special  mention  for  their 
contributions. 

This  year  will  be  one  to  remember,  though  —  a  year  that  saw 
WPI  win  a  record  nine  consecutive  games  in  one  season  of 
play;  a  year  that  saw  WPI  claim  their  fourth  consecutive 
Worcester  County  college  soccer  title;  a  year  that  saw  WPI 
hand  NCAA  Division  II  New  England  Tournament  top  seed 
Hartford  University  its  only  loss  at  home  during  the  regular 
season;  a  year  that  saw  WPI  come  so  close  to  vying  for  the 
National  Championship  in  a  little  Amish  community  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Who  said  anything  about  a  "rebuilding  year"?

I  am  truly  impressed  with  the  sense  of 
responsibility  which  develops  in  WPI 
students  during  their  four  or  so  years  in 
residence.  I  believe  this  is  a  clear  result 
of,  but  not  due  to  any  single  element  of, 
the  WPI  PLAN.  Perhaps  it  is  due  to  an 
experimental  learning  phenomenon  in 
which  all  four  degree  requirements 
serve  as  hurdles  more  nearly  simulating 
real  life  situations  than  those  require- 


ments of  the  traditional  college  pro- 
gram. Not  being  a  behavioral 
psychologist  I  can  only  speculate  but  I 
cannot  analyze.  Of  course,  I  have  been 
able  to  observe  quite  a  few  Life  Sciences 
majors  and  my  ideas  key  chiefly  from 
their  experiences  at  WPI.  Life  Sciences 
majors  have  developed  an  understand- 
ing of  their  professional  responsibilities. 


Several  have,  or  will  soon,  publish  the 
results  of  their  project  research  or 
present  their  finding  at  a  conference. 
Life  Sciences  students  seem  to  recog- 
nize the  importance  of  their  roles  as 
scientists,  to  maintain  their  professional 
credentials,  to  pursue  new  knowledge 
and  to  communicate  their  results  to  oth- 
er scientists. 


We  the  faculty  may  have  neglected 
some  aspects  which  I  will  present  now. 
As  you  develop  an  idea  you  have  a  re- 
sponsibility to  provide  evidence  which 
supports  that  idea.  Opposition  to  new 
concepts  is  more  often  the  rule,  than  the 
exception,  so  expect  it.  It  also  seems 
that  responsibility  means  restraint.  Pub- 
lications are  the  key  to  success  especial- 


ly for  younger  scientists.  Much  of  the 
dispute  over  recombinant  DNA  work  is 
obviously  due  to  the  aggressive  ap- 
proach to  this  potentially  dangerous  re- 
search area  by  younger  scientists  eager 
to  publish  their  exciting  novel  experi- 
ments. WPI  graduates  should  therefore 
consider  the  potential  impact  of  their 
research  on  society  and  exercise  re- 


straint if  necessary.  Professional  respon- 
sibility will  be  part  of  the  character  of 
WPI  graduates  and  of  that  I  am  certain. 
You  have  my  highest  admiration.

you  make  no  compromise  for  to  do  so 
you  destroy  yourself,  and  then  all  is  lost. 
Know  that  boundary. 

You  get  out  of  life  exactly  what  you 
put  into  it.  Put  in  a  little,  you  get  out  a 
little.  Put  in  a  lot,  you  get  out  a  lot. 

Work  with  what  you  have,  produce 
change,  you  can  be  effective  in  your 
own  environment;  it  cannot  be  left  to 
others.  Others  are  us. 

Anyone  can  rise  to  a  crisis,  but  it  is  the 


day  to  day  grind  that  sets  the  stage  for 
your  response  to  life.  Don't  give  up. 

Pick  an  area  to  be  excellent  in,  any 
area,  then  be  excellent  in  it.  Have  a 
commitment  to  those  who  come  after 
you. 

Remember,  life  is  short.  Try  to  make 
it  as  pleasant  as  possible  for  those  you 


come  in  contact  with.  It  is  easy  to  criti- 
cize and  complain.  Don't  forget  to  com- 
pliment and  encourage.  Even  the  little 
things  count.  Don't  become  frustrated 
because  you  make  mistakes;  one  learns 
by  making  mistakes.  Profit  by  them  and 
don't  repeat  the  same  mistake. 
You  know  more  than  you  give  your- 


selves credit  for.  The  process  you  have 
been  through  is  the  important  aspect  of 
your  stay  among  us  not  the  incidental 
facts  picked  up  along  the  way. 

If  anything  is  worth  doing,  it  should 
be  done  well;  it  should  become  part  of 
your  natural  response.  This  will  give  per- 
sonal satisfaction.
